BAN ON TOBACCO CHEWING. 


Edict Issued Nearly 200 Years Ago 


Against the Habit, | 


In the code of laws pussed by th. | 
towns of Windsor, Hartford and Weth- | 


ersfield tn the years 1738-39 may be 
found the following on tobacco chew- 
ing: 

“Forasmuch as it is observed that 
many abuses are crept in and com- 
mitted by the frequent taking of to- 
bacco, it is ordered by the authority 
of this court that no person under the 
age of 21 years nor any other that 
hath not already accustomed bimselfe 
to the use thereof shall take any to- 
backo until hee bath bought a cer 
tificate under the hands of someone 
who are approved for knowledge aul 
skill In physicks that it 1s useful for 
him and also that hee hath received 
fn lycense from the courts for the same. 

“And for the regulating of those 
who elther by thelre former taking it 
have, to theire apprehensions, made it 
necessary to them or upon due advice 
are persuaded to the use therof, it is 
ordered that no manewithin this col- 
onye after the publication hereof shall 
take any tobacko publiquely in the 
streets, highways or any barnyards or 
upon training days, in any open places, 
under the penalty of sixpence for each 
offense against this order in any o* 
the particulars thereof, to bee paid 
without gainsaying. uppon conviction 
by the testimony of one witness—that 
is, without just exception—before any 
oue magistrate. 

“And the constables in the several 
towns are required to make present- 
ment to each particular court of such 
as they do understand and can con- 
viet to be transgressors of this or 
der.”

| Sclence Searching for a Perfect Vilter-— 


Dilution Will Not Do. 

The search for a physical process 
which would act directly on the cirecu- 
lating biood In ease of intoxication in 
order to extract the poison which tr 
may contain is not a new thing, two 
methods up to the present having bewn 
tried—transfusion of the blood and 
The transfusion 


diticulties are such that the applies 
tlon of the method ts necessarily ce 
stricted, There has been little suceess 
hitherto with the washing method on 
account of the diffieulty of adjusting 
the speed of injection to the narrow 
limits of cardiac tolerance. The chief 
difficulty has been, however, that the 
simple dilution of the blood does not 
render the renal filter pernienhle to the 
poisonous substances 

M. Ch. Repin has Just constructed on 
apparatus with whieh he has exp 
inented on animals, the method bein 
to extract a large quautity of blood 
from the organism and to mix it with 
eight or ten times its volume of an 
jsotonle saline solution, This mixture 
—sufficiently incoagulable for the 
needs of the experiment—is sent Into 
a centrifugal separator, which ls com 
bined in such u way that all the blood 
globules are united almost instautly at 
a single point, where they are passed 
into a pump which tnjects them into 
the animal. The working of the ny 
paratus is automatic and continuous, 
the result being to extract the plasma 
with all the matter dissolved therein, 
and to replace it with artificial serum; 
and this without tnjuring the blood 
globules, for which a short passage 
outside of the organism is not injuri- 
ous.—Revue Scientifique.

She was a 
tine horseback rider and enjoyed out 
door life, often riding out with her

In one of the military expeditions 
| Agatust the flerce Sioux, in which sey- 
| eral companies of United States troops 

were engaged, Captain Mix was am- 
bushed sand killed with a number of 
his command. The sad news seemed 
to have changed the whole tenor of the 
life of Mra, Mix. who was inconsolav.e 
for the loss of her husband and com- 
| panton. She brooded over the matter, 
|xnd came to the conclusion to avenge 
| the tragic death of ber husband. Bhe 
; assumed male garb and never missed 
| an opportunity to Join an expedition 
against the Sloux to fight them, bein, 
daring and reckless almost to mad- 
ness, distinguishing herself In many a 
hard and bloody fight. 

Mrs. Mix, {n her male disguise as a 
scout, continued her warfare of re- 
venge for about elght years, under- 
golng many hardships and dangers 
and becoming noted for reckless brav- 
ery and good fortune, so that she at- 
tracted attention of head officers of 
the army and others, and thereby be 
eame noted. 

In one of the expeditions against 
the enemy the whites were ambushed, 
some killed and others captured, 
among the latter being Mrs, Mix. She 
managed to escape from her captors, 
and after a long Journey through the 
wilderness {n winter weather reached 
the fort in a famished and almost dy- 
Ing condition, when her sex became 
known. Although possessing a strong 
constitution, she never recovered from 
her journey through the wilderness, 
becoming a physical wreck, and died 
at the fort about a year later.—Fort 
Gibson (I. T.) Post.

FIRST TO CROSS ATLANTIC. 


Steamer Sirius Barely Beat the Great 
Western in 1KGs. 

The metal of the first steamer that 
j@ver crossed the Atlantie from the 
United Kingdom fs to-day performing 
equally responsible dutles ln the form 
jof new steam Sittings, says the Lon- 
don Express. 

The steamship was the Sirins; built 
of wood and propelled by paddles. 
She started from Queenstown on 
April 3, 1838. Her story is one of the 
tuahy roluances of commerce. 

After eighteen days she 
New York in a pitiable state. Her 
owners had underestimated the fuel 
she would require and the crew hail 
been compelled to burn everyiblug 
combustible on board to keep the boil- 
ers going. 

On the day that she made the Aimer 
fean harbor there steamed in also the 
Great Western, the first hont specially 
built for the Atlantic service. She 
| had paddied across from Hristal i) 
{fourteen and one-balf days, starting 
jon April 8, so that the Sirius had a 
narrow escape from losing the distine- 
tion. 
| The Sirlus does not seem to have 
| made auy more Atigntic passages. 
| Probably her owners found that she 
| was unfitted for the lengthy voyage, 
and she became a coaster along the 
| British Isles, 

The end came when she was ten 
years old, for on June 16, IS47, slic 
was lost off the south const of Ire- 
For fifty-seven years the tides 
| swirled and the fishes played in and 
around the sunken vessel 

Though lost, she was not forgotten, 
aud several attempts were made ty 
raise her, for the brass, gun-metal and 
copper In the engines and fittings anil 
the sheathing of her bull were worth 
about £60 a ton, and there were jer 
haps fifty tons altogether. 

But it was not until May 6 of this 
year that she was saved: and at the 
subsequent sale most of the metal 
went to Birmingham and has now 
been worked up by Samuel Mason & 
Sons, Limited, of Daleend, into steum 
fittings and taps. 

In the yards of the works at Dale- 
end there Is a twisted bar. perhaps 
eight feet long and three Inches in 
diameter. It ia the crank shaft of the 
pump of the Sirius, made of the fineat 
brass, and the firm proposes to saw it 
into small sections, engrave them suit- 
ably and present them to vurtous insti- 
tutions as souvenirs of the little vessel 
that helped to make history.

Today, outside of the United 
States, Mexico !s probably the best

Porfirio Diaz was born in the city of 
Oaxaca Sept. 15, 1830, the night before 
the anniversary of Mexican Independ 
ence day. His great-grandfather, com 
jug from Spain, had married a woman 
of the native race and to that extent 
he is an Indian 

He was left an orphan at 8 years of 
nge. When a mere boy he helped at a 
country store, At 17 he cnt himaelf off 
from the help of friends by leaving the 
theological seminary, but he = gained 
the friendship of Benito Juarez, the 
great commoner of Mexico, then Gov- 
ernor of Onxaca, who obtained for 
him a librarianship. At the age of |v 
he was made a professor of Roma 
ln, 

In a plebiscite offered by Santa Ana 
Diaz was one of two In Oaxaca who 
dared openly to register a vote againat 
the dictator, He paid the penalty of 
banishment, escaping narrowly with 
his life. 

He now tasted warfare {in a gues 
rilla organization operating Against 
Santa Anuar, and within eight rears hil 
risen from a captaiuey to commande: 
in-chief of the Mexican armies and ty 

‘a place in the goverument second |n 
importance only to President Juarez 

During that thme he wou many seu 
sational victories and made a series 
of hairbreadth eacapes, At the 
saine time he evinced a remarkable 
talent for civil administration. In the 
midst of the stress and rigor of war 
he paused to establish girla’ schools tn 
Oaxaca, which are now the models for 
Sitnilar lnetitutions all over the repub 
le, At practically the same time he 

;gave Mexico one of her national holl 
days by winning on the Cinco de Maya 
the battle of Puebla with raw Merxl- 
can levies pitted against armies train 
ed in France.
